Conjider then, when you are tempted to buy any 
unneceflary HoufholdftufF, or any fuperfluous tbin< T > 
whether you will be willing to pay Interejt, and- In 
terefi upon Interejt for it as long as you live ; aryl more 
it it grows worfe by ufing. 

Tet in buying Goods, 'tisbeji to pay ready Money, been ufe. 
He that Sells upon Credit, expeSs to iofe 5 pier 
Cent, by bad Debts : therefore he charges, on all he 

l S an Advance that lhall make up 

that Deficiency. 

Thofe who pay for what they buy upon Credit, 
pay their Share of this Advance.
